Thank you for your letter of the 19th inst. with 
reference to Mr. Emil Planckaert. 


I am sorry your Department is not able to approve 
his appointment as permit teacher at Hole River. Since the 
end of September last I have endeavoured by all possible 
means to secure a qualified teacher for that school. With 
the great shortage of teachers, and with many teaching on 
permit in Manitoba, there is little hope of our securing 
a certified teacher. The people are most anxious to have a 
missionary-teacher, and I had hoped that with his wide 
experience Mr. Blanckaert would be acceptable to the Department. 
He is well educated and speaks four Huoropean languages, and 
has had some experience in Manitoba. He was formerly a monk 
in the Roman Catholic Church in Belgium, and by conviction he 
left that Church and was later connected with our Church in 
Ireland. 


If it is possible to give further consideration to 
our recommendation in view of the extreme difficukpy of securing 
a teacher for the school at Hole River, I should be much obliged, 
for I am of the opinion that the above-named would do good work.

During my visit to Island Lake I found that the Indians 
were very anxious for a School. The Rev Mir Cunninghame 
daughter conducted a School with the assistance of her 
father during the most of last winter. She however left 
Island Lake in the early summer and so far as I know is 
not now available. She was not there at Treaty time in 
August and there was no word of an expected return. 

Mr Cunningham however told me that he intended to take 
up and carry on School work as soon as the building which 
he was erecting should be completed. It would serve the 
double purpose of a Church and a School 

He further stated that taking children practically 
meant to him feeding and clothing them because the parents 
were so poor. I admire his enthusiasm and would like to 
see him supplied with books etc and give him the salary 
ueually given by the Department to cover rent and the feed. 
ing of the children. 

As to the number of children resident in the vicinity 
I am quite sure there will not be many resident in the im- 
mediate vicinity . His plan of taking them in,housing and 
feeding them,will however enable him to get as many as he ca 
support or has room for. 

It will be seen by my copy of the Estimates sent 
some time since that I made provision for the support of 
a teacher as well as for a new School House for my judge-

Yor example, Miss Patterson's expenses going 
in last fall amounted to $256.60. If she should remain there 
for two or three years, that probably would not seem like an 
excessive amount, although, as you will readily recognize, it 
is very expensive travelling; but if she decides at the end of 
one year of service that she does not wish to continue there, 
this expense will be repeated next year, which would mean that 
ur Board is paying in travelling expenses an amount equivalent 
annually to at least one-third of the salary which is paid by 
the Department. After having visited the place last July, I am

I have your letter of the 27th ultimo, 
and I wish to thank you for the pictures of the 
new school and mission house at Island Lake, Man. 
The school is certainly a credit to your Society 
and to the Department. 


With reference to travelling expenses 
for those teachers whose schools are remote from 
lines of communication, I may say that there is a 
regulation prohibiting government departments from 
paying travelling expenses of employees, except 
when they are transferred by their department from 
one post to another. Even in such a case, the 
authority of His Excellency in Council is required. 
The Department has to ask the various missionary 
societies and orders who are interested in distant 
schools to consider the travelling expenses as 
part of their missionary enterprise. This is the 
rule, and I regret that nothing can be done.

I wonder if you would send me a half a 
dozen or so, of those pamphlets,-'Island Lake Isolation'? 


I am in quandry, with regard to my report 
on the Summer School. I hardly feel able to judge as 
to it's success etce, so I will state the facts as nearly 
as is possible, and leave the decision to mmeone else. 


A large registration was obtained, quite 
early in the session, be.ng sixty-seven in all. The 
regularity of attendance, and interest in general, was 
fairly good until Treaty time. Treaty being paid at 
Maria Portage, on the other reserve this year, took the 
entire population away trom here for about eight days. 

For a week or ten days after tne Treaty celebrations were 
over, the attendance and interest lagged very perceptibly, 
things were just reviving, when berry picking seaenn comm- 
enced. the result was that the entire month of August nas 
been very much broken in to, the attendance varying from ten 
to rirtty. 

I feel that the month of July was very worth 
while, but whether or not August justirties the teacher's 
salary, another year I cannot say. 


those pupils who at.ended witn @ Tair amount 
of regularity have progressed to the stage, where, if they 
were to attend trom now on they would advance steaaily, that 
is tney are emerging rrom the initiation period. 


I noticed a marked difrerence between the girls 
and the boys.

I have not yet written to Mrs. Chappell because 
I am not entirely satisfied that the months of October and Nov 
ember are the best months for holidays at Island Lake from the 
standpoint of the Indian, 


Letters to and fram Island Lake are necessarily 
very slow, but I take the liberty of quoting a paragraph from 
the latest letter received from the present teacher, Miss Frances 
Patterson, in response to an enquiry made by me on March Sth, 

She expects that the summer session will end this year ~ as it 
did last year - at the end of August. - 


"Re the question of closing the school for the months 
of October and November. - I have discussed the 
problem with the Chappells from every angle, and we 
have come to the conclusion that the months of April 
and May would be the best in which to close the 
school, It is quite true that the people take their 
families away during fishing season in October and 
November, but they also do this during the mskrat 
Season in April and May. From the teacher's stand- 
point we decided in favor of the spring months, be- 
Cause dog team trevelling in the latter part of March 
or the beginning of April would be more agreeable 
than in November or December. Also, April ma h 

are pleasanter months in which to take a holiday. 
Again, the teacher who came in, in May, fresh from 
a holiday would be in trim for the heaviest portion 
of the teaching year, = the sumer session," 


I should be glad to know what your reaction to 
Miss Patterson's suggestion is, that the holiday months should 
be April and May rather than October an November. of course, 
I can see a disadvantage from the standpoint of the Department 
during their present fiscal year in following her suggestion, 
}\as it would mean twelve months’ teaching this year at Island Lake, 
}las it did a year ago. It will be rather difficult, however, if 
‘Miss Patterson leaves the end of August and the school is open 
only one month and then closed for October and November. I think 
there is probably still time to communicate with Mr. Gordon at 
Norway House and get his pinion on the matter before M 8.

I have your letter of the 17th instant, regarding the 
holiday period at the Islend Lake United Church Indian Day School, 
also the date from which the services of Ire. H. L. Chappell, 
who was recently appointed as teacher, will commence. 


In thie connection I have to savy that vayment of 
teachers’ enlaries is based on ten teachine months in the year. 
During the fiscal vear 1931-32, peyment was made to Miee Patter- 
son for elevenmonths - the school being conducted continuously 
throughout the year, with the exception of the month of October 
1931. The Auditor Generel may take exception to one month's 
Payment over the salary vrovided, We understand that the 
Indians take their families away during the fishing season - 
October and November ~- and also for the muskrat season in 
April and May. The Department recently requested the local 
Indian Agent at Norway House to forward a recommendation 
Tegarding the holiday period. If this echool takes holidays 
in April and Vay, 1933, the Department would have no objection 
to Mre.

With further reference to the appointment of Mre. H. L. ——" 
Chappell as teacher at the Indian Day School, Island Lake, Man- 
itoba, may I say that so far as I know the contention in your 
letter of August 19th is based on a misapprehension of the whole 
situation. 


The decision to establish a summer school at Island Lale 
was arrived at following a conference which I had with Mr. Russell 
Ferrier after I had personally spent ten days on the ground in 1930. 
The keeping of the school open during July and August was in the 
nature of an experiment and was to be covered by a special grant of 
$200.00 for two successive summers, The pupils were to be children 
not enrolled in the regular day school during the ordinary academic 
year, It was felt that both at Gods’ Lake and at Island Lake the 
experiment of a summer school should be tried out for two years in 
order to determine whether or not it was possible in this way to 
make & real contribution to the life of these bush Indians. We 
have therefore fram the beginning never consi dered that the keeping 
of the school open during July and August had any reference to the 
normal number of teaching months or teaching days for which the 
Department assumes responsibility in an Indian day school. ‘the 
$200.00 for 1931 and for 1932 was regarded as being in the nature 
of a grant. Whether this grant should be continued for 1933 or 
not is a matter on which for the present I have no very settled 
wonvictions. I have not yet received a copy of Miss Patterson's 
report for this sumer, and I am also waiting to hear from it. 
Indian Agent Gordon as to his opinion of the whole matter after 
his recent visit to Island Lake for the payment of Treaty. 


I cannot agree to the interpretation in your letter of 
August 19th, that it is impossible for Mrs. Chappell to begin 
teaching the regular day school on the lst September because tle re 
has been a special grant for carrying on a simmer school during 
July and August end the auditors may object. 


I trust that this explanation may be satisfactory to you 
and t Mics Patterson's special cheque for her work during July 


and August, 19352, may come forward in due course.as in the case 
of the grant for 1931.

We desire to nominate Mr, Clive Northcott, of Rapid 
City, Manitoba, as teacher in the Day School at Island Lake. 


Mr. Northcott has lived all his life in the country. 
He holds a certificate from the Brandon Normal School and has 
excellent recommendations fran the Principal. He was inter- 
viewed by Dr. J. A. Doyle of the Residential School at Brandon, 
who reported favorably. We checked up on his character refer- 
ences end found them very satisfactory. 


I have to apologize for the fact that we had to send

The Department has no funde from which to 
cover the cost of fitting up classrooms or to pay the 
salary of a teacher.

Scholastic education is of far less 
importance to then than it is to the prairie Indian, 
and I am of the opinion that if these Indians receive 
sufficient schooling to enable them to speak fairly 
good English, and write fairly decently; and figure 
and know the value of money, they do not really require 
much else. Moreover; if the children are kept on the 
reserve by their parents during the winter months, instead 
of being taken out to the bush and taught to hunt and 
trap, they are not going to be able to earn 4 living for 
themselves when they grow up past school age, and that 
is a matter of the utmost importance. Hunting, trapping, 
and fishing are the sole means of livlihood for these 
Indians, and the parents are the childrens! only teachers 
so far as these occupations are concerned. 


Frankly speaking; rather than try to increase 
the school attendance during the winter months, I would 
favour making both these schools tseasonal' schools, 
and operate them for the four months from June to 
September inclusive only, leaving them closed for the 
balance of the year The average attendance at these 
schools during the six months period September to March 
does not seem to justify the paying of two teachers 
$90.00 a month each for that period, and to increase 
the attendance would mean that a greater number of 
families would have to remain on the reserve during the 
winter instead of getting out to the trapping camps to 
earn their living, and that is not desirable, as the 
inevitable result would be that they would become 
dependent upon the Department instead of themselves for 
their living. 


These two schools are now having their annual 
vacation; during the two months April and May; and y 
should be pleased to have your opinion on the foregping.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of Departmental 
letter No; 123-4=1 of the 6th instant, having reference to 
the low average attendance during the December and March 
quarters, at the Island Lake United Church Indian Day 
School. 


In reply, I beg to say that I am unable to 
state the reason for the attendance becoming so low 
juring these two quarters, from personal inspections of 
the school. This reserve, (as well as God's Lake and 
Oxford House), is never visited except at treaty time, 
owing to its isolation, distance, and travel difficulties 
and cost of getting there from Norway House. At treaty 
time of course the schools are not in session, and they 
are consequently never inspected. 

However, from reports that have come to me 
at various times, and from various sources, during the 
time I have been Agent here, it appears that the Indians 
who live in the neighbourhood of the United Church School,

Several families do go of course, but the 
greater number stay and their children are available for 
school sndance, consequently the average attendance at 
the R. *hool does not fall so low as at the U.C.School 
during the winter months.

I may state, however, if the Indian Agent 
or any other employee of the Government is making a 
bee by boat or by car, it has been the practice to 
aseist the teacher in moving from one school to 
another.

The Island Lake School, as you know, begins in June and has 
continued for ten months, with a salary of $1000.00 a year. 
Now you know that the expenses in the North, and to and from the 
North, are hi sr than in other places. What I want to know is, 
does your Department intend to have the new re tulation affect 
such a place as Island Lake? Can we not expect a salary of

I wish to submit the folloeing report on the schools of the 
Norway House Agency, inspected in June, 1i45-_ 


Island Lake U.C. Indian Day School 


The teacher, Miss E. Loewen, had left before I arrived. The 
roll showed 42 ~ three in grade 2 and the balance in grade l. 


This is a log school. Some repair is needed to the roof and 
the floor needs painting. The material is on hand, I understand, 
and the work will be carried out during the summer, 


If we had a school residence 1 would recomend that a married 
couple be engaged and that they do social and welfare work, as well 
as teach. They should be hiwved by the year with, say, a month's 
holidays. They could then supervise a good garden and help in the 
organization of social groups. The woman could instruct and help 
the Indian women in the sewing clubs and sgoeial organizations. 

A married couple interested in the work would be a great help to 
the Agent and could do very excellent work. There are about 160 
United Church ohildren of school age. If these are to be accommo- 
dated in day schools we would need three more schools. These 
Indians are trappers and I doubt if day schools can even be 
considered ag an answer to the great need. The parents cannot 
remain on the reserve in the winter and trap, and the children 
cannot Ge away with their parents and attend a day school; 
consequently there appears only one solution and that is more 
bearding schools.

With the object of opening the old school until 
such time as the new School & Teacherage is complete 
I telegraphed Mr Austin Hodgkinson at Island Lake this 
past week asking if he were in a position to board & 
lodge a teacher until 15th November and below give reply 
which was received this morning:-

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your favour of the 
first instant concerning the School Returns for the Island 
Lake Indian Day School in connection with which the Department 
is paying only one half month's salary for the September quarter. 


The circumstances connected with Miss Frances Patter- 
son’s appointment to the Island Lake School are these: Mr. James 
Hart and his wife were appointed as missionaries, and Miss Patter- 
son expected to have gone in with them. Mr. Hart's plans were 
suddenly changed as his wife had a stroke. Miss Patterson felt 
that it was her duty to proceed both in the interests of the 
Government and of the Church, but as she had plamed to live 
with Mr. and Mrs. Hart she was now obliged to purchase an outfit 
of household necessities for her own use and to send to Winnipeg 
for it so as to take it along with her. She was at Norway House 
at the time. The delay thus occasioned prevented her from reach- 
ing Island Lake until the middle of September. It was no fault 
of hers or ours that she was not there to open the School at the 
beginning of the month. I feel quite sure she did her utmost to 
reach there in time, 


Under the circumstances if the Department felt like 
paying the salary for the full month of September, we shall feel 
obliged es our arrangement with her cal for payment of her 
salary from September lst. ge fe

The appointment of Mr. Clive Nerthcott, as teacher 
of the Island Lake U. C. Indian Day School was approved by 
the Honourable the Superintendent General in memorandum 
dated June 19th, 1934, on File 1234-1. 


Mr. Northcott's name was not placed on the paylist 
until the month of September. It now appears that he began 
duties on July lst and taught for both the months of July 
and August, as well as the month of September. It is in- 
tended to take the annual two months’ holidays during the 
months of April and May, next. 


This school is rather isolated and, although the 
Department wrote about the matter last October, a reply has 
only recently been received. 


On the January paylist, therefore, payment is 
being requested for Mr. Northcott for the months of July 
and August, 1934, and January, 1935, as follows:-

When Mise Frances Patterson agreed to teach 
the school at Island Lake during the sumer months, I told her 
that, if it were possible, I thought the school should be 
screened, My personal experience at Island Lake in July, 1930, 
led me to doubt the possibility of carrying on any kind of 
teaching in a room which was not screened from mosquitoes, I 
had seen clouds of mosquitoes in China, but the Chinese variety 
ere small and very gentle compared with the ones that they breed 
in the lakes end marshes of Northern Manitoba. ‘The screening 
was already on the ground, and Miss Patterson proceeded to have 
the work done at a cost of $24.98. When she sent the bill for 
this to Mr. Wm. Gordon, the Agent at Norway House, he returned 
it, stating that she had exceeded her authority in proceeding 
with this work without his consent, Now, Mr. Gordon's attitude 
is perfectly right and I am not complaining about it. I was 
under the impression that I had discussed this with him during 
the week that I was at Norway House in July, but it is quite 
evident that I forgot to mention it to him at all. 


I am writing to ask if the Department con- 
siders this $24.96 a legitimate charge on their miscellaneous 
budget. If so, I should be ¢lad to receive a cheque for the 
amount. If it were not for the fact that Island Lake and Nor 
way House are so isolated and mail service so irregular, I 
should write to Mr. Gordon and make all the necessary explan- 
ations. Under the circumstances, however, I feel that 6 direct

day school at Sandy Lake. Last year a small grant was 
made for the services of a teacher who was sent in to 
give instruction for a short period during the summer. 
You state that the Gods Lake R. C. School operated for 

a season before the Indian agent was informed of the 
fact. This statement is no doubt true but if the school 
were operated without the knowledge of the agent, it was 
conducted without cost to this Department. If the United 
Church, the Catholic Church or any other religious denom- 
ination are prepared to erect schools and provide teachers 
for the education of the Indians, without cost to the 
Department, such action in my judgment should call forth 
commendation rather than criticism. 


I have discussed the subject matter of your 
letter with the Reverend Dr. George Dorey, who visited 
the Department a few days ago. I suggested to him that 
Missionaries who had become critical of the educational 
policy followed by the Department shovld send forward 
their criticisms to the Home Mission Board at Toronto, 
the members of which Board could in turn bring the matter 
to the attention of the Government. The officials of the 
Department are not primarily interested in missionary 
effort, nor are they responsible for educational policy. 
This policy is carefully reviewed and modified from time 
to time by the Minister in charge of the Department. I 
think the officials have the right to expect, however, 

@ prompt answer to the letters that we are compelled to 
send out from time to time to the teachers in charge of 
Indian day schools whose employment has been authorized 
and recognized by the Department. In the case of the 
school at Island Lake, it will not be possible for us to 
proceed with the construction until the information re- 
quested by the Surveys and Ingineering Branch has been 
supplied by the school teacher and by the Indian agent.

I have for acknowledgment your tetter of 
the 14th instant, in which you express surprise at the 
request sent forward by the Department to the teacher 
of the Indian Day School at Island Lake with respect to 
additional school accommodation that may be needed on 
the reserve. 


I may state by way of explanation that when 
this Department was reorganized in December 1946, the 
construction of Indian day and residential schools, which 
had until that date been undertaken by the Department of 
Indian Affairs, was transferred to the Surveys and Fngin- 
eering Branch of the Department. The officials of this 
Branch, who have no access to our files, recuest the 
fullest possible information with respect to the con- 
struction of any school that may be referred to them from 
time to time. The regular forms upon which this inform- 
ation is usually supplied are sent out to Indian agents 
who, in turn, secure all the details they can from the 
teachers employed on the reserves. The letter dated 
February ©, 1939, sent to Mr. Grafton, was the usual 
letter sent out to teachers in charge cf schools on re- 
serves where additional accommodation is required. 


A careful record is kept of all letters 
reaching this Department. I have had a diligent search 
made of the records in an attempt to discover the commun- 
ication dated November ®0, 1927, referred to in your 
letter. The officials inform me that there is no such 
letter on file and I am convinced that no such letter 
ever reached this Branch. This communication, if it were 
on file, would be of no value for the purpose we have in 
mind. The information sought by the Surveys and Engineering 
Branch must be supplied by the senior official of the 
Department in the particulardistrict from which a request 
for the construction of a school has come. In this 
particular case the senior official is Mr. P. G. Lazenby, 
Indian Agent, Norway House, Manitoba. 


The Department has no kmowledge of the exist- 
ence of Indian day schools at Marias Portage or Wasagamach 
Bay, nor have we at any time contributed directly or 
indirectly to the construction or operation of these 
schools.

Dear Mr. Crerar: 


I am taking the liberty of writing you dirdct 
in connection with the school situation at this point as 
4t concerns the people of our Communion. I have written 
Mr. Hoey and got a letter today in answer to mine, which 
4s entirely unsatisfactory and in which he conforms my 
opinion that he has not the slightest grasp of the situation 
here. In one paragraph he states: "The Department has no 
knowledge of the existence of Indian day schools at Marias 
Portage or Wasagamach Bay, nor have we at any time con- 
tributed directly or indirectly to the construction or 
operation of these schools". This from the Director of 
Training and Welfare of the Department. You will know that 
the Marias Portage school has operated for years under the 
auspices of the R. C. Church and the teacher paid through 
your Department at a salary of ninety dollars per month. 
We have been told that the wife of this man receives a 
salary from the Department for teaching the school at 
Wasagamach Bay. You will also know that the Department 
built a new school for them at their Mission last year at 
Marias Portage. 


The Wasagamach Bay people were mostly of this 
communion until the school started there last year. Our 
application for a school in our building at that point was 
refused by the Department in 1936 and we find that the R. Cc. 
people were given permission and a teacher supplied last 
summer. Mr. Hoey denies that this is the case. 


Here is the situation at Island Lake. We have 
around 650 Indians in our communion, over 170 children of 
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school age and one room with seats for 18 pupils to 
accommodate them. We have continually for the past five 
years pressed on the Church the necessity of further 
accommodation here and have seen the R.C. Church get a 
new up to date school at Marias Portage and a summer 
school at our point of Wasagamach which was denied us 
when we made application through the usual channels. 


We have made a study of the needs of the 
people here and submitted plans to the Home Mission Board 
for what we think would be an ideal set-up for the problem 
here and have been told that the Department has been 
approached by the Mission Executives with a view to having 
something done for the children here who have no way to 
get any schooling of any kind. The only rise to date is 
a letter from Mr. Hoey to our tea cher dated Feb. 2nd 
suggesting that the present one-roomed log building might 

be enlarged to accommodate the 170 odd children and the 
letter from the same geneltman today from which the above 
quotation is lifted. Mr. Hoey's letter of Feb. 22nd tells 
me that I am not in order writing to the Department and 
probably he is quite right technically. However, I have 
written him a letter which I am sure will not please him 
in which I set out my determination to press the claims 
for the Island Lake United Church Indians in any direction 
that may get some action notwithstanding his displeasure. 


This is the largest reserve in this part of 
the country and fast increasing in population. As I see it, 
Mr. Crerar, you have a great opportunity to make an exper- 
iment in something different in Indian education, as I think 
that you will agree that the present type of residential 
school is not doing the job. And that is something that 
cuniot be laid at the door of your Department or the present 
administration. Here you have a large band of Indians, 
They have no old educational apetene to live dow, nothing 
to forget. They are far enough away from outside influences 
to be free from harmful criticism to enable a new plan of 
education to get going. 


You know that we have one visit each year from 
the Agent and his party when they pay treaty. It is not 
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poeee* for your Agent to have any idea of what would 
e good for these bush people when he sees them for one 
day per year. 


I have done my best to get the problem over 
to the Department for the past five years but with so many 
hands to go through and the last two men, ours and yours 
not having the slightest knowledge of the problem first 
hand it is not getting us anywhere. This is my excuse for 
writing you direct and asking you if it would be possible 
for you to open a direct route from me to the Department 
or yourself in order that our views might be made known. 

I would go at my own expense to Ottawa if you could do 
this and it would be considerable and I know that if you 
could get to know the set up you would welcome the oppor- 
tunity to do what you could to get a worthwhile school 
plan in operation. 


We know that if the present session is 
concluded without provision made for schools here that 
another year will pass before anything can be done and I 
do not want that to happen nor do I think that that is 
your wish. And if we follow the instructions as laid down 
by Mr. Hoey nothing possible can be done worth while. 


This is written without the knowledge or 
consent of the Home Mission Board of our Church as were my 
letters to Mr. Hoey to which he takes exception. I con- 
sider that the circumstances and the urgency require your 
personal consideration and if this letter obtains that I 
will be content.

DR. DOREY: 


I am atta ching hereto, for your information, 
copy of a letter received by me from the Reverend Gavin 
H. Grieve, United Church Missionary, Island Lake, Manitoba. 


This letter is, in my judgment, a striking 
illustration of the misunderstandings and difficulties that 
are apt to arise when missionaries are permitted to enter 
into negotiations with the Department in respect to either 
the construction or operation of Indian day schools. 


It is not my intention to acknowledge receipt 
of Mr. Grieve's letter of March 9. 


Mr. Grieve appears to challenge my right to seek 
or secure information from the teacher in charge of the 
Island Lake Indian Day School, who, although nominated by 
the United Chureh, is an employee of this Department. If 
Mr. Grieve does not challenge my right to obtain this 
information, he resents bitterly my attempt to secure 
information at this particular time and seems to resent 
even more bitterly my suggestion that he communicate with 
the Home Mission Board of the United Church. You can 
readily appreciate the fact that I am not a free agent in 
this matter. The information asked for in the letter dated 
February 2, 1939, is information requested by the Surveys 
and Engineering Branch - information without which we cannot 
proceed with the construction of the building. Mr. Grieve, 
of course, has a perfect right to complain against the 
inadequate school accommodation at Island Lake. He has the 
right enjoyed by every citizen of Canada - the right to 
communicate with his federal representative in the Dominion 
House, who happens in this case to be Mr. Crerar himself. 
Mr. Grieve has no right, however, to interfere with a Civil 
Servant in the discharge of his duties, and I must feel 
free to ta ke whatever steps I may deem necessary to prevent 
him from indulging in this interference. 


I may state that the letter sent to the teacher 
dated February 2, 1939, is the ordinary letter sent out to 
teachers and Indian agents employed at agencies where 
additional sehool accommodation is requested. In the case

This information when secured is used as the 
basis of an official questionnaire or report and is 
submitted by the Indian Affairs Branch to the Surveys and 
Engineering Bra nch, the officials of which are responsible

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for the actual construction of school buildings. 


The regulations governing the expenditure of 
public funds may at times resemble red tape and are, I 
know, very trying on the patience. I must state, however, 
that in my judgment such regulations are unavoidable in 
a democracy. A Minister may be called upon at any time 
by Parliament to supply the most up to date information 
on any particular project, and Civil Servants have no 
alternative but to secure, not only the information neces-~ 
sary for the Minister, but in addition, information that 
may be demanded by the Auditor General. The Treasury 
officials and my immediate superiors naturally insist that 
I secure this information from the senior officials em- 
ployed by the Department on our reserves throughout the 
country. 


A number of missionaries engaged in work among 
Indians appear to have convinced themselves that represent~ 
atives of other denominations labouring in the same 
district secure greater concessions from the government of 
the day than they are able to secure. This, in my judgment, 
is a most unfortunate attitude. I am not sufficiently 
optimistic, however, nor have I the faith necessary to 
suggest a remedy. t am enclosing, for your information, 
a statement of the appropriations either passed by Parliament 
or now under consideration by Parliament, for the erection 
of Indian day schools since I entered the Department. This 
statement, you will note, is fully self-explanatory. 


When I stated in my letter to Mr. Grieve of February 
22nd that the Departent had no knowledge of the existence of 
Indian day schools at Marias Portage or Wasagamach Bay, 
this information was secured by me from the official records 
and is literally correct. Mr. Phelan, with whom I discussed 
the matter, had no knowledge whatever of the operation of an 
Indian day school at @ither of these points. However, it is 
just possible that the school referred to by Mr. Grieve as 
in operation at Marias vogtege is the school officially 
known as the Island Lake R. C. School. This school was not 
built by the Department, as he states, but by the chureh 
authorities, and was erected on the understanding that the 
Department would make a small grant toward the cost of 
finishing material and labour. The grant made amounted to 
$900. Mr. Blackburn is employed as teacher of the R. C. 
school at Island Lake and receives a salary of #90 per month, 
or #10 a month less than the salary received by the teacher 
in charge of the United Church school. 


There is no record here of an Indian day school at 
Wasagamach Bay. If a school is in operation at that point, 
the cost of its operation must be borne wholly by the 
Catholie Church. The Treasyry regulations do not permit 
the payment of a salary to the wife of an individual employed 
in the government service. Therefore, the rumor to which 
Mr. Grieve refers, that the wife of the Island Lake school 
teacher is receiving a salary, is wholly without foundation. 


It has been ~- 
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It has been the aim of the present administration 
to provide annually the amount of money necessary to meet 
the educational needs of the Indian population as the 
urgency of these needs has been emphasized by the accredited 
representatives of the Churches, It is my understanding 
that Dr. Cormie visited the Island Lake district about a 
year ago and that immediately following that visit the 
Claims of the Island Lake Indians for additional educational 
facilities were discussed with the officials here by Dr. 
Cochrane and yourself. It is searcely necessary to remind 
you that the Minister himself has experienced the utmost 
difficulty in securing public funds for the erection of 
Indian dey schools. This difficulty is due in part to the 
fact that the taxpayers of Canada, who provide the money 
for the Indian service, have throughout the depression 
witnessed either the closing of their own schools or the 
reduction of the operating period of these schools to six 
or eight months annually. 


It is intention to ask the Minister to secure 
from the United Church an assurance that the responsibility 
for the operation of residential schools will be assumed 
wholly by the Home Mission Board and that the nomination 
of Indian day school teachers be assumed by the same body. 

I am convinced that unless these assurances can be given 
the task of a man occupying the position that I occupy at 
the moment will become an almost impossible one. My exper- 
jence has been that just as soon as steps are taken to 
establish a school to be operated under the auspices of the 
United Church, local difficulties arise and that these 

local difficulties are due wholly to the intervention of 
missionaries employed on reserves, It is scarcely necessary 
to recall to your mind the difficulty we experienced at 
Caughnawaga when the missionary and the members of the 
Montreal Presbytery visited Ottawa and protested vigorously 
against the temporary accommodation we had made for the 
United Church pupils in one of the R. C. schools (Kateri). 
Then again, in the case of Alberni, a very thorough invest- 
igation of the educational needs of that district was under- 
taken by the school Inspector and the Indian Commissioner 
for British Columbia. These officials spent weeks in 
carrying out an intensive investigation, in preparing 4 census 
of the Indian population and in the preparation of maps. 
Their recommendation was accepted by the Minister and tne 
officials here but was later overruled when the officials 

of the United Church in British Columbia, at their annual 
conference, passed a resolution asking for the rebuilding 

of the school at Alberni. This pressure ultimately prompted 
the Government to rebuild at Alberni,despite the recommend- 
ations of their own officials. Not only has the site of 

the building been changed, but there has been in my judgment 
unnecessary delay that might have been avoided, had our 
officials been permitted to proceed with the building prog- 
ramme, as recommended by them. 


The request for these assurances will no doubt reach 
you from the Minister in due course. I am referring to them 
now in the hope that you may desire tg discuss the matter 
with the Home Mission Board when it oward the end of 
this month.

You will note 
also that there is not on the official list of schools in 
Manitoba schools in operation at either Marias Portage or 
Wasagamach Bay. 


I have made a careful study of the official 

file 123-4-5 and there is not on this file any of the 
letters to which Mr. Grieve refers in his communtcations. 
It is just possible that these letters, if written, were 
sent to the Indian agent or to the Home Mission Board. 
In any event, there is nothing whatever on file here to 
indicate that they ever reached the Department. I shall 
be glad to place the official file at your disposal for 
perusal when you visit Ottawa.

It has been the aim of the 
present edministration te provide ome the amount 
of money necessary to meet the educations needs of 

the Indien population as the of these needs has 
peen emphasized by the representatives of the United 
Chureh from time to time. It is my understending thet 
the educational needs of the Island Lake district vere 
carefully investigated by Dr. Cormie shout « r 

and thet Dr. Cormie's reconmsendations were submit 

to the Department by the Secreteries of the Home Mission 
Board « few weeks after the investigation. I make this 
statement to remind you that the elaine of youe district 
have been carefully reviewed by the officials of your om 
Church and by the officials of the Indien Affairs Branch 
at Least on two or three occasions in recent years. It 
ie only fair to the officiels of the Indien Affairs 
Branch, hovever, to state that there is not a single 
letter on the official file 123-4-5 relating to the 
educational needs of the district. If letters were sent 
in by you, they do not appesr to have reached the Depart- 
ment. In view of the practice that has been followed, 
therefore, I hesitate to say that the procedure could 
be ém any sense iaproved by having the officials commun 
feate directly with the missionaries in charge of mission 
stations on the reserves. This is a suggestion that 
might be submitted to the maeabers of the Hone Mission 
Soees ae by them discussed with my colleagues and 
myself. 


I am requesting the officials of the Yelfare 
and Training Division to send forwerd to you a list of 
the Indian day sehools operated by the Department in the 
province of Manitoba, the name of the teacher and the 
post office address in each case. It is ay hope that 
this list will remove any misunderstanding that may 
exist between you end the officials with respect to the 


operation - 
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operation of Indian day sehools under the suspices 
of the Roman Catholic and United Churches in your 
district.

I desire to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the 18th instant, which reached my desk this 
morning. In respect to Mr. Grafton's letter enclosed 
with your communication, I note that it is dated February 
10, 1939. I should like to know exactly how long it takes 
a letter to reach the Departmen! from Island Lake via 
Norway House. 


I regret to state that the Department has 
no knowledge of the "complete and most excellent plan*® 
to which Mr. Grafton refers in his letter. As a matter 
of actual fact, we have not on file here to guide us a 
vestige of evidence with respect to conditions at Island 
Lake, and unless we can secure the information necessary, 
it will not be possible to proceed with the construction 
of the school this year or indeed at any time. 


The Surveys and Engineering Branch @re, as 
you probably know, responsible for the actual construction 
of Indian day and residential schools. The officials of 
that Branch will naturally ask us to supply information 
with respect to the present school and its enlarrement 
or if it is the intention to build ea separate unit. They 
will also want to know if lumber can be secured from 
Island Lake or from a local sawmill or 1! we have in mind 
log construction. They should also be supplied with a 
brief summary of shipping instructions. 


I fine it exceedingly difficult to understand 
why the local teacher has refused to supply the information 
requested. Would it be possible for you to secure this 
information from any other source? If it is impossible to 
proceed with the construction this year, would it be prac- 
ticable to buy a certain amount of the material out of this 
year's appropriation and proceed with the construction 
next year? 


It 1s important that we keep in mind the fact 
that the Surveys and Engineering Branch have had no exper- 
dence in the construction of Indian day schools until now 
in the outlying sections of the Dominion. You can readily 
understand, therefore, why they hesitate to proceed with 
any project until they have full and complete information 
at their disposal. 


Immediate steps will be taken to supply the 
paint requested in your requisition of the 19th instant. 


Your prompt attention to this matter will be 
deeply appreciated.

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respect to schools as they are only transients in the work. 
What I object to is that you will not accord our Church 
the same consideration and the R. C. CLergy carry on an 
active proselyting campaign amongst OUR PEOPLE on the 
strength of what they claim to be able to get from the 
Departrent and the results seem to bear them out. 


We have been informed that Four Thousand Dollars 
have been placed in the estimates for this year to take care 
of new school accommodation on this lake. Of course I do 
not know what is in the mind of the Department re spending 
this amount of money but can not see anything vorthwhile 
being done with that figure. To erect one or two more such 
buildings as we have would be just a waste of money. If you 
are not prepared to do something worth while for goodness 
sake leave it alone until you are so disposed. I can 
assure you that any attempt to continue with any such set 
up as the present or any addition to the present day school 
program will be fought to the last ditch. 


I have affidavits from three citizens of this area 
in respect to the school at Wasagamach and I think you will 
be able to find that at least one of your officials was in 
correspondence with the R. C. Clergy in respect of that 
school and I think that they were justified in believing 
that they would be allowed to @onduct a school there at the 
expense of the Department. 

Cz you wonder that the teachers in the day schools 
are a little suspicious of letters bearing Mr. Hoey' 
signature. About the first thing they heard of Vr. Hoey was 
a letter from him asking them to write DIRECT TO HIM about 
the school problem. Some of them did so and found out later 
that copies of their letters were forwarded to the Indian 
Agent. This information did not come from Mr. Lazenby or 
anyone in his office but you can check up on the truth of 
it by asking what disposition was made of a letter from 
Miss Shoup at Cross Lake. Mr. Hoey has the ability to create 
active animosity towards himself and the administration 
amongst those who should be warm friends and supporters. 


I feel that one of my family has the right to 
address any Minister of a Liberal administration and con- 
sider it my duty also. I was reared in a home where Liberal 
politics were about as important as the family Bible. A 
member of the family has the right to be heard just as the 
family has the right to exact his loyalty when the time comes. 
That is our position and I hope that you will read this 
letter in that light.

Dear Mr. Crerar: 


Thank you for your letter of March 17th. 
I think that you have not been informed fully about the 
letter sent to the teacher here about the school and his 
reply thereto. He was asked to send a report to Mr. 
Lazenby setting out what materials were needed to decorate 
the present school and to report what provision could be 
made for the necessary increased number of pupils. 


The teacher sent a copy of the letter to Mr. 
Lazenby and set out what was needed to redecorate the 
present school and at the same time reported that Dr. 
Cormile was reporting on the other report asked for. Yow 
say that Dr. Cormie's representations were made in due 
course to the Department so what further information you 
need is not quite clear. The teacher is not available 
just now for further information as he is on his holidays 
and will not be back until June. Certainly there is no 
excuse for delay in going ahead if you are in receipt of 
Dr. Cormie's report. 


The facts about new school buildings where the 
R. C. Church are concerned are not in line with the 
procedure you set out for us to follow. We have never, 
so far as I know, went over the head of the Indian Agent 
but have each year asked for paint, seats, etc., for our 
present school without getting anything. You have con- 
fidence evidently in the R. C. people to allow them to 
build a new boarding school at Cross Lake, to give one 
of the Brothers at that point an order to purchase 
furniture, etc., for their day school at his discretion 
and presumably without any supervision by the Indian Agent, 
to permit expenditure of a lot of money on this lake on 
a new day school without the Indian Agent entering into 
the deal at all. I heard a messace go over the air to the 
local Priest about supplies for this school with Inspector 
Hamilton's name read out as the sender. I coul °o on 
giving you further cases for the rest of the day. Now I 
do net think that this is anything but right that you 
should have that confidence and I am sure that your 
confidence has not been misplaced. The R. C. Bishop and 
the Priests at the Missions are the best sources of 
information that you could have about the needs for the 
people in their care. The teachers of that co»munion 
or any other communion are not in a position to give a 
worthwhile opinion on the needs of the Indian people in

Dear Mr. Grieve: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
April 17, in which you subsit for my consideration 
additional information with respect to educationel 
facilities at Island Lake. 


I must express regret that the letter dated 
February ?, 1939, sent out by the Indian Affairs 
Branch to Mr. Grafton, the teacher at the Indian Day 
school at Island Lake, has resulted in « long-range 
general discussion of the actions of certain depart- 
mental officials and of the Government's eduectional 
olicy, particularly in northern Manitoba. It is my 
opinion that a great many problems brought by you to 
my attention are of such a character that they might 
be taken up at a round table conference between the 
representatives of the Home Mission Board of the United 
Church and myself. 


You will be interested to mow that Mr. 
Grafton's letter in reply to the departmental commun- 
ication of February © reached the Indian Affairs Branch 
on April 26. This letter, a copy of which I am en- 
closing for your information, does not contain the 
details requested by the Branch, nor have we any know- 
ledge whatever of the plan to which Mr. Grafton refers. 
When the representatives of the Home Mission Board 
visited the Department, immediately following Dr. Cormie's 
trip to Island Lake, they discussed with the officials 
the general educational needs of the district and left 
behind a number of snapshots taken by Dr. Cormie at the

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time of his visit. They did not at that time or at 
any time supply the information recuested by the Surveys 
and Engineering Branch. 


I am particularly anxious thet no misunder- 
standing should exist in your mind with respect to the 
policy followed by the Government in regard to Indian 
day and residential schools. The Cross Lake School 
(a chureh-owned building) was destroyed by fire in 
1930. The Roman Catholic Church authorities have been 
demanding the reconstruction of this school since that 
date. Bishop Lajeunesse, at his own expense, visited 
Ottava on a number of occasions and on each occasion 
supplied us in writing with full and complete inform- 
ation in respect to the Catholic population and the 
educational needs of the ¢istrict. “hen an «pprop- 
riation of #°5,000 for the reconstruction of this 
school was placed in the 1948-39 estimates, the Chief 
Architect of the Public Yorks Department, resident at 
Winnipeg, was sent to Cross Lake, not only to make an 
investigation of the building site, but to draw, while 
there, a complete plan of the building to be erected. 
This official submitted to the Surveys and Ingineering 
Branch not only a plan of the building but a complete 
list of the materials that would be recuired for tne 
entire project. An agreement was then reached with the 
Church, whereby the actual work of construction was 
undertaken under the supervision of the Oblate Order. 


This year, the same procedure exactly was 
followed with respect to the construction of the 
Alberni (United Church) Residential School, British 
Columbia. An architect was sent from Vancouver to make 
@ complete investigation of the site and to submit ® 
sketch plan of the proposed building. This report ard 
sketch plans were submitted a few days ago to the 
representarives of the Home Mission Board of the United 
Chureh for their approval. There is this difference, 
however, that the work at Alberni, which it is estimated 


will cost + 
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will cost at least double the amount to be expend: 
Cross Lake, will be advertised and tenders called for 
the construction. The United Church representatives 
have never, so far as I am aware, expres: sed a desire 
to proceed, under their own direction, with the con- 
struction of an Indian day or residential school. If 
they are now anxious to underteke this responsibility, 
I can assure you their representations rill be very 
carefully and very sympathetically considered. 


I have learned from the departmental records 
that the letter to which you refer in the penltimate 
paragraph of your communication is a letter signed by 
Miss Shoup and is dated Cross Lake, Manitoba, June 16, 
1937. In this letter Miss Shoup states: "It is my 
intention to discuss these suggestions with the Indian 
agent when I pass through Norway House on my way out 
in July. I will also send a copy of this letter to 
Dr. Dorey, our United Church Secretary of Indian 
Affairs". The suggestions to which Miss Shoup referred 
in her letter were suggestions with respect to the 
operation of the Cross Lake School on an annual basis 
with holidays in April and May rather than in July and 
August. Miss Shoup's letter was submitted by the 
Superintendent of “elfare and Training to the Indian 
agent for investigation and report, Mr. Lazenby 
replied in a letter dated July 19, 1937. 


I find it difficult to fully understand your 
reference to this letter. Letters reaching departnental 
officials become, as you are no doubt aware, part of 
the government records and are liable to be tabled in 
the House at any time and thus become accessible to the 
Press. There is nothing whatever in Miss Shoup's letter 
of a confidential or semi-confidential character, nor 
was the letter marked "Personal". 


In the last paregraph of your letter, you 
refer to your right to address a letter to myself as

Minister of the Department. This is the undisputed 
right of any citizen of the country. I hope I am no 
mistaken, however, when I stete that I have an in- 
pression from your communications that you resent 
to some extent the action of certain officials in 
communicating with Indian day sehool teachers and 
Indian agents. May I state that the officials are 
not free agents in this matter. They are compelled 
to communicate with our fieldé officials from time 
to time. Indeed, it can be saic that our field 
officials rowld be of little value to us in our 
administrative work if we were not in a position to 
secure from them the information necessary to carry 
forward the programme of the Department.

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of course, that there may have been delay on the part 
of the Indian Agent in sending it forward. In your 
letter you state "the Church has a most complete and 
most excellent plan which they no doubt have already 
submitted to the Department". Immediately following 
the receipt of your letter we communicated with the 
church authorities, with the result that Dr. Dorey 
visited the Department and went fully into the matter 
with me. Dr. Dorey informs me that the church author- 
ities have no knowledge whatever of the plan to which 
you refer, nor has such a plan been submitted to the 
Department at any time. tn view of these facts, 
therefore, it is not possible for the Surveys and 
Engineering Branch to proceed with the construction 
of the school at Island Lake. However, we have sent 
forward ten double desks and a supply of paint. 


I have already written to Agent Lazen>y 
and expressed the hope that there was someone at Island 
Lake from whom we might secure the information we are 
seeking, particularly the information with respect to 
lumber that might be supplied locally. It is not at 
all likely, however, that this information will reach 
us for several weeks.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the 10th instant, in which you refer to a misunder- 
Standing that has arisen between yourself and the 
Department, in respect to the extension of educational 
facilities at Island Lake, Manitoba. 


I may state by way of explanation that 
Indian Agent Lazenby visited the Department during the 
month of January, 1939. At that time we discussed with 
Mr. Lazenby the matter of school accommodation at 
Island Lake and ways and means whereby it might be ex- 
tended. He was not in a position to supply us with 
much information at that time but suggested that we 
communicate with you in respect to the matter. I 
should state also that immediately following the re- 
organization of this Department, a little over two 
years ago, the repair and construction of Indian day 
and residential schools was assigned to the Surveys and 
Engineering Branch. This is a distinct and separate 
unit of the Department with the same status in the 
Department as the Indian Affairs Branch. The officials 
of the Surveys and Engineering Branch are not prepared 
in any instance to proceed with the construction of a 
school until we have secured for them from the senior 
official in the district full and complete ‘nformation 
with respect to the government buildings already estab- 
lished, the desirability of extending such buildings or 
the construction of new buildings, as the case may be. 


We wrote to you on February 2, 1939. In 
that letter we asked you to prepare a report stating 
what provision you considered should be made for the 
increased number of pupils at Island Lake. You were 
asked also if it would be possible to enlarge the present 
building at Island Lake. You were asked if the lumber 
could be secured locally and thus save the expense of 
freighting lumber to the school. We intimated to you 
that you should give very careful consideration to the 
whole matter and supply as complete information as 
possible to Indian Agent Lazenby. 


I am enclosing herewith, for your information, 
a@ copy of your reply to this letter, dated February 10, 
1939. If you study this reply you will note at once 
that it is wholly unsatisfactory to the Department. I 
might state also that this letter did not reach the 
Department until April 26. It is just possible,

I desire to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the ?2nd instant and to thank you for the 
information contained therein. 


In view of the delay experienced in 
securing information with respect to the construction 
of the Island Lake Day School, it may not be possible 
to proceed with the construction this year. I am 
hopeful, however, that we may find it convenient to 
purchase the necessary supplies this year and have them 
shipped to their destination. Therefore, any addit- 
ional information that you can secure and send forward 
to the Department will be very much appreciated. 


In your letter you state that if it is our 
intention to build a sehool at Island Lake, a school 
large enough to accommodate 60 pupils should be erected. 
I should like you to state if a school capable of 
accommodating 69 pupils should be erected in addition 
to the school now in operation. I should like to know 
also, if there is basement accommodation at your school 


and if you consider it advisable that basement accom- 
modation should be provided at the new school.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of Mr R.A. Hoey's 
letter No; 123-4=5 of the 26th April, which arrived with 
a small quantity of mail brought in by an airplane bringing 
in a load of freight for the Hudson's Bay Company, from 
Winnipeg. The mail service is not as yet on regular 
schedule. 


In reply to the first paragraph of Mr Hoey's 
letter, I beg to advise that it is impossible to say 
exactly hpw long it takes for a letter to reach the Depart- 
ment from Island Lake via Norway House, as there is no 
post office at Island Lake at the present time, and no 
mail service to and from that point, as such. Letters 
are brought out from there, and taken in there, just 
whenever there happens to be an airplane of any sort 
visit there. However, I may say that I heard an announcement 
over the radio a week or two ago, to the effect that the 
Post Office Department had decided to establish a post office 
at Island Lake this spring, and that there would be a regular 
monthly airmail service put into effect. 


With regard to the rest of Mr Hoey's letter, I 
beg to say that I have written again to Mr Bernard Grafton, 
the teacher at the Island Lake U.C.Day School, asking him 
for all the information he can possibly supply, as requested 
in Mr Hoey's letter to him of the 2nd February last. However, 
as it is at present impossible to say when Mr Grafton will 
receive my letter, I have written also to Rev: J.A.Cormie D.D. 
the Superintendent of Mission for the United Church, at 
Winnipeg, and enquired of him if he has the 'most complete 
and most excellent plan' which Mr Grafton mentioned in his 
letter. 


As I did not know what Dr Cormie's business 
- address -

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address in Winnipeg was, I went to ask the Principal of the 
Norway House Indian Residential School, and while in 
conversation with him this mornéng, he told me that Dr 
Gormie had made mention to him last summer or fall, that 
Mr G.H.Grieve, the U.C.Missionary at Island Lake, had 

given him some plan for the imcreasing of the pupil 
accomodation at the Island Lake school, when he visited 
there, while on a tour of the northern missions. 


I have asked Dr Cormie to let me have these 
plans in fullest detail by return mail, if he has such on 
hand, and as soon as I hear from him, I will again write 
the Department. 


In the meantime, I may say that, as the R.C. 
Mission at Island Lake has a saw-mill, and supplied the 
lumber for the erection of a new day school at their mission 
last year, it should be possible to secure from them the 
necessary lumber for the U.C.School also. However, roofing, 
windows, frames, doors etc. would have to be shipped in from 
Winnipeg, and the required quantities of these materials 
can possibly be figured out from the plan which Dr Cormie 
evidently has. 


It is noted that steps are being taken to 
supply the paint requisitioned for, for this school. 


Mr Hoey's remarks regarding the Surveys & 
Engineering hoole ih ale responsible for the construction 


of Indian schools also carefully noted, and as quickly as 
it is avilable, all possible information as to the require- 
ments for the Island Lake U.C.Day School will be forwarded. 


As stated in the first paragraph of this letter, 
our regular mail service has not as yet been resumed, but I 
am advised that there is a possibility of another plane load 
of freight coming in from Winnipeg for the Hudson's Bay Co; 


to-morrow or the day following, and I will try to get all 
my mail out by this means if at all possible.

I am enclosing herewith, for your 
information, copy of a letter received by the Depart~ 
ment from Mr. P. G. Lazenby, Indian Agent, Norway 
House, Manitoba, and also copy of a letter received 
by Mr. Lazenby from Dr. John A. Cormie. Both of 
these communications, you will note, are self- 
explanatory. 


We sent in early this year a number of 
additional seats and certain supplies to the Island 
Lake school, and no doubt these have been delivered 
by this date. The reference in Dr. Cormie's letter 
to a school at Island Lake, much along the line 
of the new school at Cross Lake, is the first suggest- 
ion I have had from any source that a residential sehool 
should be built in the Island Lake district. 


I have discussed with Mr. Phelan Dr. Cormie'ts 
reference to the new policy governing the administration 
of the Norway House residential school. We know nothing 
whatever of this new policy, and no changes in the 
administration of the school at Norway House have been 
discussed at any time by the officials here in recent 
years. 


There is a small amount - approximately 
$4,000 ~ in the estimates of this year for the con- 
struction of an additional room at Island Lake. In

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view of the difficulty I have experienced, however, in 
securing information with respect to the site itseir, 
the lumber available locally and other such matters, 
I have not been in a position to send forward to the 
Surveys and Engineering Branch a questionnaire re- 
quired by them before they are prepared to proceed 
with the construction of a school. I am really at 

a loss to know what should be done at Island Lake 
either this year or any other year. If I could 
secure the services of the right man, I would have 
him go into the district and make a thorough survey 
of the educational needs of the Indians and the type 
of school which in his judgment should be erected. 

I should like you to give some thought to this 
matter and let me have any expressions of opinion 
you may care to offer.

My deer Mr, Hoey: Re - Island Lake Day School 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of June 2lst, addressed to my colleague, Dr. Dorey. The let- 
ter has can to my desk for answer, as Dr. Dorey is in the 
Maritime Province for three or four weeks. 


I have gone over the correspondence with your 
Department in regard to the question of @ new school at Island 
Lake, and I have recalled several conversations that Dr. Dorey 
and I have had with you in the past year about this matter. I 
also have before me a letter which Dr. Dorey wrote regarding 
Island Lake to Mr, Chapin, of Norway House, who wrote us very 
recently about the situation there. 


First of all, let me say thet on August 8th, 
1938, Mr. Chapin wrote us a letter in which there occurs these 
sentencess “Norway House treaty is this week, 50 we are look- 
ing for a busy time. I was not permitted to recruit fran inland, Laan 
so did not get a visit to Island Lake, Gods' Lake or Oxford 
House. The Doctor said to get wheat recruits I could from Cross 
Lake, 80 I went up there last week." eeceee "With Island Lake 
children shut out of caning to residential school, it would be 
&@ wonderful thing for the Roman Catholic Church to get a resi- 
dential school going in there." 


Now, it seems strange to me thet you say that 
neither Mr. Phelan nor yourself knows anything of this new policy 
to which Mr, Chapin refers, and that no changes in the adminis- 
tration of the school at Norway House have been discussed at any 
time by the officials in recent years, Perhaps you could find 
out what representations were made to Mr, Chapin at Treaty time 
last year in regard to this matter. If he is laboring under a 
misepprehension, we should like to tell him so. 


Next, let me say that I have a clear recollection 
of @ conversation Dr. Dorey and I had in your office last year or 
early this year, when we impressed on you the need of making pro- 


vision for the children of the Northern Reserves, who hitherto 
had been accommodated at Norway House. We made speciel reference 
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Mr. R. A. Hoey- 


to Island Lake. We carried away your promise that there would be 
in the-Eetimet @@ $4,000, to make at least an addition to the 
school at Island Lake. We gathered from what you said that 

this amount would be used to complete the first unit of a build- 
ing which would ultimately meet the needs of the Islend Lake 
Indians. 


Neither Dr. Dorey nor myself has had any defence 
to make of the kind of letter which Mr. Grieve, our representative 
at Island Lake, wrote you scme time ago. We agree that Mr. Graf- 
ton should have sent the information which you desired, in the way 
you desired it. It seems unfortunate if, because of the difficulty 
in securing information from Mr. Grafton, who is in fact an em 
ployee of the Government and of the Department, the $4,000 in the 
Estimates this year should not be speut at Island Lake. There is 
certainly, according to our Superintendent of Missions, Dr. Cormie, 
an imperative need of immediate action in order to get some kind 
of adequate school accommodation. I should like to impress upon 
you the advisability of something being done in this direction at 
the earliest possible moment, and if there is anything we can do 
to help secure the information necessary before construction of 
this new unit is possible, we shall be glad to do it. 


We endorse very heartily your suggestion that 
there ought to be a thorough survey made of the educational needs 
of the Indians at Island Lake, but if this means another year's 
delay before any beginning is made, I think this would be very 
unfortunate. Why not go ahead with the first unit and spend the 
$4,000, and then by thorough survey find out how mich more will 
be needed? Dr. Cormie may be visiting the area again this year, 
or at least if we asked him specially to do so, he might be able 
to arrange it. He gave us a very lucid and comprehensive report 
last year of the conditions he found on his visit. We communic- 
ated to you the facts he presented to us. If you think it would 
help any to have him go in again, I will see what can be done. 


We are anxious that the children of these United 
Church Indians should have a decent school building, and I do not 
think we can be blamed for the delay. As it is now, apparently 
Dr. Cormie ami our representatives in Manitoba are blaming us here 
in Toronto for not making the representations to your Department that 
we should have made. I do not know of anything more we can do. 
I note that in Dr. Cormie’s letter to Mr. Lazenby, he says that 
Mr. Grafton has, he thinks, written to you on the matter. Has he 
sent you the information you desire? 


Let me in conclusion urge that something be done 
this summer to correct the educational conditions at Island Lake.

I am today in receipt of a letter from 
Dr. Cochrane, Secretary of the Board of Home Missions 
of the United Church, which convinces me that there is 
a misunderstanding somewhere with respect to the terr- 
itory from which you are permitted to recruit pupils. 


It would appear that on August 8, 1938, 
you wrote a letter to the Home Mission Board, in which 
these sentences occur: "Norway House Treaty is this 
week, S50 we are looking for a busy time. I was not 
permitted to recruit from Island Lake, so did not get 
a visit to Island Lake, Gods Lake or Oxford House. 

The Doctor said to get what recruits I could from Cross 
Lake, so I went up there last week", 


I am anxious to know at the earliest 
possible date the name of the official from whom you 
received instructions not to recruit at Island Lake. 

I have made a diligent search of the files here and there 
is nothing to indicate that such instructions were ever 
sent out from Ottawa. I should like to know, also, the 
name of the doctor to whom you referred in your letter 

to the Home Mission Board. This information must be 
secured before a decision can be reached with respect 

to the construction of a day school at Island Lake. 

I am sending this letter forward by air mail, to expedite 
matters, and it is my hope that you will be able to send 
your reply by air mail, also. Your immediate attention 
to this matter will be deeply appreciated,

You are no doubt aware that Mr. 
Lazenby, the Indian Agent at Norway House, visited the 
Department a few months ago. At that time we attempted 
to secure from the agent sufficient information to permit 
us to proceed with the construction of at least an addit- 
ional room. Mr. Lazenby, however, appeared to be rather 
vague in respect to local conditions at Island Lake and 
particularly the actual needs of the Indians for additional 
school accommodation. He sugrested that we communicate 
with Mr. B. Grafton, the teacher in charge of the United 
Chureh Indian Day School. We communicated with Mr. Grafton 
in a letter dated February ©, 1939. Mr. Grafton appeared 
to be somewhat reluctant to supply the information re- 
quested and we have had a number of abusive letters from 
the local missionary at Island Lake, ir. Gavin H. Grieve, 
all of which suggest that the missionary seems to resent 
the action of the Department in seeking information. 


You are aware that the construction 
of Indian day schools comes directly under the Survey: and 
Engineering Branch. However, the officials of that Branch 
are not prepared to proceed with the construction of a 
school until they have secured from us the fullest possible 
information with respect to the type of construction, 
lumber or logs, the condition of the present buildin;-, 
basement accommodation, etc. This information is usually 
supolied in the form of a questionnaire. At this date we 


have not

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have not been able to secure this information. The only 
information we have is that the Catholic Mission have 

a sawmill at Island Lake, from which the lumber for the 
construction of the United Church school might be secured. 
However, we are not even sure of this. 


Dr. John Cormie, in a letter to Agent 
Lazenby dated Winnipeg, Man., May 50, 1939, states: 


ir. Grieve presented a plan very 
much along the line of the new school at Cross 
Lake. I handed it on to our office in Toronto, 
leaving the matter with that office to make what 
representations to the Indian Affairs Branch 
they thought wise. I do not communicate direct 
with the Indian Affairs Branch". 


Dr. Dorey, of the Home Mission Board, 
informs me that the plan to which Dr. Cormie refers is 
not in their possessi6én, nor have they any recollection 
of receiving such a plan at any time. At this date it 
4e exceedingly difficult for me to know what I should 
do to provide additional accommodation at Island Lake. 
I have been wondering if it would be possible for you to 
interview Dr. Cormie, who might be in a position to 
supply you with certain information, he havine visited the 
Island Lake district about a year ago. Would it be possible 
for you also to interview Father Plourde, in an attempt 
to diseover if it would be possible for us to purchase 
lumber from the Island Lake Catholic Mission. In addition 
to this, you might discuss the matter with Mr. Allan, if 
you can find it convenient to do so. fr. Allan has had 
a certain amount of experience in the construction of 
buildings in outlying districts and might be in a position 
to give helpful advice. 


I should emphasize that under the new 
arrangement, whereby the Surveys and Engineering Branch 
are responsible for the construction of Indian day schools,

Yours of the 24th to hand on lastuight's tied. 
In reply I might review the events of last stmmere— 


Dre Turpel told me that the Indian Affaire Branch 
were endeavoring to make some kind of a medical drive 
against TB. on the Northern reserves. The funds they had 
for this purpose were limited so the movement had to be 
started where it cowld be best controlled. In Norway House 
there was both a school and a hospital so that was the 
logical place to start work, wsing the facilities of both 
School and Hospital. Further, the aim was to work more with 
the younger generation. If a drive were made to put all 
possible children who were fit in Residential School, where 
they would be away from the contagion of reserve contact, 
there would not be room for children from the outside reserves 
also. So in order to use the School to best advanyage, and 
lave the children in it from one locality where medical work 
could be followed wp closely, children could be taken in 
only from Norway House, though Dre Turpel said to also 
include Cross Lake as he is in fairly close touch with 
that reserve. 


The children taken into tne School were to be 
divided into two classes - Those who were normally healthy 
and cowld carry on with regular School routine, and those 
who, while not active, would need special care, rest, food 
and a modified routine. The latter group were to be 
segregated as far as possible and the Indian Affairs Branch 
were to allow twenty-five cents a day extra for their special 
Cares 

In acting on the above and writing to Dr. Cochrane 
I said I regretted that the inland children could not thus 
have the opportunity of Residential School training. However 
health is of primary importance and I said I was ready to 
cooperate with the Department in any move they might promote. 
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In the fall Dre Turpel left on leave of absence 
and Dre Searle, who was supplying for him, had no instructions 
re the above mentioned program. So as far as our School was 
concerned we carried on alomg the usual lines. We had only 
four or five children who needed gpecial watching and thase 
have come through the year splendidly. 


If the Department has in view a medical drive we 
are ready to cooperate in any way we can. If that is not to 
be put into effect just yet we wowld like the inland Reserves 
to send some of their children to Residential School. We 
cannot accomodate all the children by any means but we like 
to have a percentage from each reserve. 


We have only weekly mail service so this cannot 
go out till next week but I will send it Air Mail to hurry 
it through from Winnipeg as ppeedily as possible.

I desire to refer to your letter of June 12th. 
and previous correspondence with reference to 
improvements at the Island Lake United Chureh Indian 
Day School. 


As you have previously been informed there is 
an amount of $4000.00 provided in the current year's 
appropriation for the new school at this point. The 
Department considers that the best plan to follow 
would be to erect a one room school, large enough 
to accommédate 35 tO 40 pupils with a full basement 
in which Vocational Training could be givan. 


I underetand that you will be at Island Lake 
in the near future, and I wish you would fully in- 
vestigate conditions, with a view to determining 
if the building suggested in the preceding paragraph 
of this letter, would be sutiable for Island Lake. 


You should also ascertain and advise me what 
material could be secured locally. Inspector 
Hamilton, states that with a 15 day notice, 10 to 15. 
feet of spruce lumber could be obtained from the 
Roman Catholic Mission at Island Lake. This lumber 
would be green. Would it be advisable to use green 
lugber in erecting a building at Island Lake, or 
can dry lumber be secured locally? You understand 
that bringing in lumber would not only increase the 
costs, but would certainly delay building 
operations. 


In the event of bullding being erected this 
summer, is there any competent carpenter living in 
the vicinity of Island Lake who can supervise the 
work? If so please give his name and @dress. Are 
there any Indians capable of assisting a competent 
foreman in building the school. 
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Any other information that you can obtain at 
Island Lake, should also be supplied for the Depart- 
ment’s consideration, and your letter giving the 
details required should be forwarded to Ottawa 
by air-mail.

s there were at Norway House yourself, the 
Medical Superintendent, end the Principal of the 
Residential School, all available for consultation, 
the Department did not think it advisable to lay 
down such rules in detail as might not apply in any 
given instance or in respect to any individual child 
and it does not want to do so now. It does wish to 
keep the school clear of communicable disease and 
to have the hospital used for the treatment of 
tubereulosis so far ss space is available. It does 
not wish to have the school made an adjunct of the 
hospitel. Its whole progremme in tuberculosis 
control in schools is based on the doctrine that 
the school shall not be used as a sanatorium, but 
that it shell be free, so far as possible, from 
its tuberculosis problem so that it may function 
in the best manner as an educational institution. 


The correspondence suggests, though it does 
not state in so many words, that there was not very 
Close ccoperation smong the three officers concerned 
at Norway House last year. It is seldom that plans 
of this kind can be based on anything but compromise 
among the different officers concerned, and the 
Department would prefer a workable programme which 
would not hamper ony of the various kinds of work 
undertaken, rather than one which might possibly 
be more effective along one line if that line were 
the only one to be considered. 


This letter is being written somewhat hastily 
so that it may oceteh the air mail tonight, and if 
possible, reach you before you leave for your annuity 
payments. I would advise you and the Medical Super- 
intendent to see the Principal of the school and talk 
over, and if necessary, revise any arrangements now 
you heve had during the past year and to work out your 
plans to the best interest of all concerned.

The Department has a letter from Mr. Chepin, 
Principal of the Norway House Indian Residential 
Sehool, in which he states that he was not per- 
mitted to recruit pupils from Islend Lake last 
yeer so did not visit thet place or God's Lake or 
Oxford House. In another place, he speaks of an 
arrangement whereby he should only accept pupils 
from Norway House and Cross Leke as part of a plan 
of tuberculosis control. Mr. Chapin letter is 
deted June 29. 


The correspondence about tuberculosis work et 
Norway House in 1938 cannot be located at this 
moment. s it is recalled, the Department's 
instruction was the residential school and hospital 
should be used in the best manner that could be 
devised for the control of tuberculosis emong young 
people of school age. Itwes scarcely anticipated 
that thie would lead to « restriction of the field 
of recruiting <s the Department hed in mind the 
benefit of all the children in the gency so far as 
they could be reached. The only strict rule that 
can be recalled was that the school should be kept 
free of active, communicable tuberculosis, and it 
was supposed that when the fall session opened, the 
pupils would be gone over and those with active 
disease removed to the hospital or at least removed 
from the school. The impression derived fron Mr. 
Chapin's letter is that recruiting from the outside 
reserves wes stopped or restricted so that a more

You will note that Mr. Hoey wrote to 
Rev. R.T. Chapin, B.A., with reference to the 
statement that he had written to you in regard 
to reeruiting for the Norway House residential 
school. 


You will also note in Mr. Chapin's reply 
of June 29 that he was acting on the strength of 
a discussion with Dr. Turpel who was anxious to 
make certain that the Norway House school was 
kept as free as possible from tuberculosis. 


On receipt of Rev. Mr. Chapin's letter I 
discussed the matter with the Superintendent of 
Medical Services and for your information I also 
enclose a copy of a letter which has been sent to 
Indian Agent Lazenby.

We believe that a start should be made this year in order that 
by September 1959 the majority of these childrem may start their educa- 
tion. We think the plan above has some merit, It will not be expensive 
to set up when compared to other residential schools and can be con 
ducted at no cost te the church on the same per capita grant that Norway 
House School oys. The children will be getting a training that will 
make them use Indians instead of poor white people. 
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Organization -- School to be open from Sept. lst to June 15th, 

giving children two and a half months in camp with parents. 

Graduating class of boys each year to be sent 
out to rat trapping grounds in spring under supervision and in area to 
be settled by discussion with band. 

Boys to graduate at 15 years, girls at 16 years, 

Diet at school to be as near as possible what 
will be available in their life after school, A great deal can be done 
in this regard, especially in respect of curing and saving the products of 
the country. It would be advisable to either bring in for one year a man 
from the coast who has the knowledge of fish curimg and storing or to get 
the best literature on the subject. Supplementary diet of cereal and dried 
milk to be kept and used only to round out the produce of the district as 
will be made available from gardens and the bush and the lake, 

Clething for girls made entirely on the spot and 
work clothes supplied for boys. 

Wo stock of any kind would be kept, except dogs. 

A tractor road is cut out from Norway House and 
from Ilford and supplies could be brought in by tractor each January from 
@ither of these points, A tractor, caterpillar type about 50 H.P. would 
look after the fuel and garden labor besides freighting. 


Staff required to open school with 105 children, later enlarging 
to 150 pupils.

Every- 
thing needed from outside could be brought in over the ice this winter.

You will remember there wes considerable discussion 
about the educational needs of Island Lake and a4 suggestion ss to 
how they might be met. After sane correspondence, I have now 8 
memorandum prepared, I believe, by Mr. Grieve, outlining the needs 
and how they can be met. 


In the first place, you will note that there are 17 
hildren of school age belonging to the United Church at Island Leke. 
At the present time there is a one-room school wit! seats for 15. 
You can check the figures over, but fran the Census they look to be 
approximately correct. Wheat Mr. Grieve has in mind is the establish- 
ment of a school, the detai of which are given, on ® couple of 
islands of epproximately 80 scres, not far from the present school. 
On these he would erect cabins of log construction. He has also 
utlined the curriculum, I should be very gl ad if you would give 
this matter your best consideration as it is evident that the nresent 
educational facilities are not sufficient for all these children, 


This memorandum was prepared a year ago but, for 
reason or other, was never sent to this office, and consequently} 
su will note that the last paragraph will ave to be revised 
as fer as the date is concerned, Apart rom that, it strikes me as 
being a pretty reasonable and intellicer 3 f desling with 


the educational needs of these children. 


It is l ly that Dr. Cochrane and I will 
be in Ottawa before very 1 to discuss Alberni and Cogualeetza, 
and we should like to have mri eve of discussing this matter

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the 14th instant and also a memorandum relating to 
educational facilities at the Island Lake Indian 
Reserve, Manitoba, attached thereto. 


I have been somewhat disturbed to realize 
that a combination of circumstances have prevented me 
from proceeding with the construstion of the Island 
Lake Indian day school. I have on file here a letter 
dated June 21, 1939, from Mr. Grafton in which he takes 
9 pages to explain what, in his judgment, the actual 
educational needs of the Indians of that district are. 
These suggestions are all very interesting but unfor- 
tunately I am limited to the appropriatio& of $4000.00 
included in this year's estimates. The prdposal sub- 
mitted by you in the memorandum is one that would have to 
be carefully studied and later forwarded to the Minister 
for his approval. In the meantime, and until If have an 
opportunity of discussing this matter with you ahd Dr. 
Cochrane, I may state that there are a number of alnewt 
insurmountable difficulties that occur to me at once. We 
have had four fires at residential schools this year and 
it is not at all likely that either the Minister or 
Parliament would permit the expenditure of public funds 
for the construction of a building anywhere in Canada 
unless the building were fireproof throughout. This means 
the establishment of a fully equipped, fireproof building 
at Island Lake the cost of which would be exceptionally

Dear Mr. Grafton: 


Please pardon me for my failure, until now, 
to reply to your letter of June 21. I have been absent 
from the office for several weeks on holidays and your 
letter has only now been brought to my attention. 


You will be interested to learn that I am 
today in receipt of a letter from Toronto, dated August 
14, from the Rev. Dr. Dorey who, in his communication, 
submits for my consideration a memorandum strikingly 
similar to the suggestions you have already made with 
respect to the establishment of what one might term an 
improved Indian day school at Island Lake. It is my 
intention to go into the details of this proposal very 
fully with the United Church representatives just as 
soon as these men visit Ottawa. In the meantime it 
appears to me that there are a number of almost in- 
surmountable difficulties standing in the way of the 
proposal. You will be interested to learn that we have 
had four destructive fires at residential schools this 
year. This includes the Carcross residential school 
which was totally destroyed by fire early in the year. 
In view of this fact I am convinced that Parliament would 
not vote public funds for the construction of a Government~- 
owned building anywhere in the Dominion other than a 
building fully fireproof throughout. If this is the 
attitude of Parliament, and I know it is the attitude of 
the Minister, the cost of establishing a fully fireproof 
residential school at Island Lake would probably cost 
between $250,000.00 and $300,000.00. In any event you can 
rest assured that the suggestions made by you will be very 
thoroughly investigated by the Church authorities and the 
officials of this Branch.

We passed your coaments concerning the use of 
gypsum wall-board to our Engineering and Construction Division. 


oe have today received a letter from this Branch 
reading as foliows:- 


"Gypeum wallboard 3/8 inch thick with filled end 
taped jointe is epeeified for interior walle and ceilings as it 
has @ smooth herd surface for painting approximately equal te 
thet of a bardwell plaster surface. It my be that if gypsum 
beard sheets not longer than eight feet were used, these would 
withstand the rough handling involved in transportation to 
distant points, without anything like the 40 per cent loss by 
damage reported by Indian Agent Goodman of Norway liouse whore 
sheets up to 12 feet in length were used. 


"an objection to “Ten-Test’ is that it is « soft 
material with edges and surface easily subject to dames not only 
in transportation but by the ordinary wear and tear of school 
usage. Also all joints have to be covered with wood strips or 
moulding to present a neat appearance whieh would involve a 
considerable amount of extra material ami labour, For Ten-Test 
1* thiek window frames should be deepened, so that the interior 
window trim oan be correctly applied. The extra thickness of 
the Ten Test plus the deeper frames will of course add to the 
cost, and is not required. 


‘More durable altermtive materials than Ten-Test, 


would be 3/8" Masonite board or ply-wood, both of whieh should 
be available.”

I have recently visited this school, and 
found that the workmanship on it is very, very poor, 
amd the building is not finished. There is a lot of 
painting to do; doors to the furnace room have to be 
made and put on; and basement has to be done over with 
cement wash; also the furnace has to be set up. 


The outside of the building and the 
trimmings need painting, and the brick siding has been 
very poorly put on. While it is nailed on well, it has 
been put on with roofing nails on the outside, which 
show - one wonders what Mr. Hughes was thinking about, 
letting men do work such as this on the building. Mr. 
Waite visited the school this summer, but has done nothing 
to get it into shape. I sent to Norway House for a car- 
penter - Mr. Stanley Campbell, who, I understand, is a 
very good man, and advised Mr. Waite to send him down to 
start working on the school.

I am sorry to have been unavoidably delayed in 
replying to your letter of April 26. It seems to me that to some 
extent the questions raised have already been touched upon but 

I should like to elaborate as follows: 
1. School on Island: 
This location was suggested first because there was a suitable 
piece of property, secondly a great number of the children conderned 
live on the Island, thirdly children at the northern AfgdA part of 
the area concerned could walk to Rossvill by mainland while if the 
school were on the mainland the children on the Island would have 
water to cross no matter which way they went. Also the children 

at the greatest distance from the shool (i.e. towards the R.C. 

echool are on the Island). I do not have my map to hand but it 
also seemed to me that in terms of geography the Island location 
wae more central. I might add that no one up here was dogmatic on 

this point though almost all concerned felt the Island was the 
better choice. 

2. As to children at the north end attending Roseville I am 

quite sure that hardly any family included in the area as defined 
on the map sent in would find it more convenient to go to Rossville. 
It is a long and difficult walk around the bay over a very poor 
road or quite a long open distance over the ice in winter. There is 
of course a sort of in-between area where children could go either 
way. Perhaps implicit in your question is a further question as to 
whether the school might not with advanta; be located further up

_sestion, the answer is still no i.e. that whatever extra distances 
for any of the children might be involved in the location under 
consideration this would be more than compensated by improvement in 
terrain which it would be necessary for them to traverse.

1. All 3 classrooms were closed for the annual 
summer holidays on June 25th and the matter of closing 
during the months of April & May 1949 and continuing 
schooling during July and August will be dealt with 
by Mr Goodman at a later date. 


2. Mr Davis, Regional Supervisor of Indian Agencies 
for Manitoba, visited Maria Portage while we were paying 
Tweaty at Island Lake and is dealing direct with the 
Department on the matter of the purchase of Warehouse 
which belongs to Mr J E Blackburn. The building which 
was used as a third classroom during the last 6 months 
by the Indian Department belonged to the n.C. Mission 
and is being converted into living quarters for the 
Fathers and Brothers stationed at Island Lake and will 
not be available. Until such time as it is known as 
to the action taken on the warehouse owned by Mr 
J.E. Blackburn, only 2 classrooms will be available 
on a full-time basis at Maria Portage. Two teachers 
therefore should be employed on a full-time basis. 


3. As for the employing of a third teacher and 
teachers on a part-time basis, I will leave this matter 
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for Mr Goodman to deal with on his return.

I have for acknowledgement your letter d/Mar 
18th 1947 file 207-11 A.G. 


I have already written the Department in this 
connection and have pointed out that it is quite impossible 
to build item 3, Island Lake #.C. 1 room day school and res=- 
idence this year and I have suggested that the appropriation 
of $8000.00 be expended for building mater al for 2 
schools and 2 residences and that this material be collected 
and warehoused at Ilford and shipped in by next winter's 
tractor freight and that a similar appropriation next year 
be used for the construction of 1 day school and 1 resid- 
ence B.C. Island Lake and 1 school and 1 residence U.C. 
Oxford House or any other denomination or any other place 
where they see fit. 


There is no-one in this country that I know 
of who can take on this work on a contract. There are 
2 or 3 fairly good self taught earpenters whom to date I 
have been unable to contact as they are away at the Rat 
Hunt. There is enough local labor to work under proper 
supervision. I have already su mitted requisitions to 
Ottawa for building supplies needed for construction of 
items 1 and 2 in your letter. I will go ahead with this 
program and do the best I can with whatever unskilled self- 
taught native artisans I can command. 


If you know of anyone in Winnipeg who would 
be willing to come out and supervise this work for the summer, 
4t would be appreciated if you could obtain his services 
and let me know. In any event apart from the excavation 
of basements, no work of construction can £0 forward until 
supplies arrive by boat from Winnipeg. I figure on 
supplying the lumber locally.

Pouliot, formerly at Jack iver, wiil be moved to leland Lake 
to take over the new school. The Bishop is quite prepered to 
have these Sisters live in the sectory this winter end to wait 
until mext swuer to build thes a proper teacherage. 


He is entirely in agreement with you about the 
Blackburn warehouse and feels also that it would be more advis- 
able to erect a proper teacherase rather then to convert «a mke- 
shift building, 


However, he has drown to our attention the need 
for @ third Glassroom at Island .eke. He has sug gested the 
possibility thet Mr. Blackburn's werehouse could be com erted 
quite easily for such a use. If you conour in this recoamend- 
ation I would like to be advised so that I can make a firm 
offer to lr. Mleckburn. I had intended to suggest w him the 
eum of $2,000.00 (4f you agree), I advived the Bishop that 
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no funds had been provided in this year’s estimates for the 
Construction of such a teacherage but thut we would endeavour 
to svoure sufficient funds to purchase the building mtorials 
for shipping in this winter. I understand that we can buy 
lumber from the i. C. mill at Island iake at a very reason- 
able cost. Therefore, | am returning to you the bill of 
materials, so that the lumber which can be Supplied from the 
R. C. mill can be deleted. @ wiil then have on hand a 

bill of materials for outside purchase. If you could do this 
deletion and return the bill bere we can begin to negotiate 
for the purchase of the remaining requiresente. 


I understend thet Brother Housher will be 
nominated by Lishop lajeunesse for the construction of this 
teachcrege. 


It will mot be possible for the Sisters to 
report to leland Leake until the middle of August. ‘Therefore 
I would suggest that the school tern re-open on 1 September, 
i948.

123-12-5-8 and 123-10-1, of May 20th, regarding the 
taking over a building which is an old warehouse, from 
Mr. Blackburn, at the cost of $2,000.00. I ins pected 
this building and the size is about 30 x 24. It is 
built of one ply rough lumber; the floor is also rough 
lumber, and igs on a foundation which is just posts. 
It has one door, but no windows or ceiling, and the 
studding is 2x 6. I do not consider this building is 
worth $2,000.00, and would suggest around $1,000.00 
would be a good price for it. 


To remodel this into a school will be 
fairly expensive, as a chimney has to be put in, sheeted 
and insulated, also windows. It is very doubtful if 
we can get this material in at this time of year. How- 
ever, in the event of purchasing, if the mill can turn 
out enough material, it could be sheeted with our own 
lumber and papered on the inside and insulated, 


I would recommend that the Department 
take up with the Bishop the matter os using half of 
the Hall. At present half of this building has been 
fixed over as a Priests' residence, as the Sisters are 
going to live in their present quarters. This building 
would also need some remodelling, but this could be dor 
by them and rent paid to the Church which would be high 
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enough to cover any alterations that would be necessary. 
The Sésters from Norway House will be moved in August, and 
we should take action as soon as possible to get matters 
straightened up.

Island Laké R. C. Indian School. 


At Island Lake we have two separate Indian settle- 
ments, one at Meria Portage and the other some 10 miles away at 
Garden Hill, At Maria Portage we have a day school which has now 
grown to three classrooms with an attendance of nearly 100 pupils. 
We have never had a teacherage at this point but have rented a 
small house from the R. C, Missionaries for use by the teachers. 


Unfortunately, this teacherage was burned on 
December 11. Arrangements have had to be made to have the three 
teachers temporarily accommodated in the Priest's residence, ‘The 
Priest and the Brothers have moved out to a small shack in order 
to permit this arrangement. 


We have had some correspondence with Mr. Indian 
Superintendent Goodman with regard to the purchase of a ware-house 
from a Mr. Blackburn, who was a free trader at Maria Portage. Mr. 
Blackburn erected this ware-house in September 1946. You will 
find attached a complete description of this ware-house as submitted 
by Mr. R. L, Stevenson, our Assistant Indien Agent at Island Lake, 
There is little doubt about the fact that this building is well 
constructed and could be quite easily adapted for use as a teacher's 
residence, 


Mr. John Blackburn, who was at one time one of our 
day school teachers, recently visited the Department and offered 
to sell this building to the Department at cost less the amount 
which was received from the insurance company for scorching which 
it obtained in the fire. This building cost $2,600.00 and he 
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received $200.00 from the insurance company. Mr. Indian Superin- 
tendent Goodman has recommended the purchase of this building 

at the price of $2,000.00, Mr. Blackburn has indicated that he is 
Willing to accept this price. 


In addition to the purchase of the building, Mr. 
Goodman has also recommended that we purchase the following 
furniture which Mr. slackburn has available at Island Lake:- 
(a) Ghesterfield and chair (good quality). 


(b) Dining room suite consisting of table, end 
tables, 5 chairs and buffet. 


(¢) Kitehen table. 
Ice-box 
Gasoline washer, in good condition. 
Knives, forks and cutlery. 
Other incidentals. 


Mr. Blackburn has priced these items of furniture 
at $500.00 and Mr. Goodman has recommended their purchese at 
this price. 


This will provide us with three classrooms at 
Island Lake and with some of the furniture required for the 
teacherage, It will not solve the problem of teacher's accom- 
modation, Fortunately, Bishop Lajeunesse has offered the use 
of the Priests' residence for the three Sisters who will teach 
there next year. The Priest will live in a small shed during 
the winter in order to accommodate the teachers. 


It will be necessary to ship in building supplies 
for a teachers' residence during the winter but this will be the 
mabject of a further memorandum,

The information which we have available does not indicate 
that the provision of this school should be given any immediate 
priority. A day school (now three rooms) has operated successfully 
at Marie Portage for some years, There has been some competition 
evident between the two denominations working in this area. As I 
have previously intimated to you, I had hoped that the United Church 
would not press for the rebuilding of the Norway Houge Residential 
School but would have been satisfied with the erection of day schools 
on the various reserves, llowever, with the preparation of a petition 
from the Roman Catholic Missionary of Island Lake, we were soon 
advised that the United Church would press for the rebuilding of the 
Norway House Residential Sehool, Unfortunately, there have been 
instances in the past of the Churches using residential schools as a 
means of oroselytizing the Indians end it would seem that care will 
have to be taken in determining the oxact educational needs of 
these Indians,

Pouliot, formerly at Jack River, will be moved to Ialend Lake 
to take over the new school. The Bishop is quite prepared to 
have these Sisters live in the Xectory this winter and to wait 
until next suoumer to build them a proper teacherage. 


He is entirely in agreement with you about the 
Blackburn werehouse and feels also that it would be more advis- 
able to erect a proper teacherage rather then to convert a make- 
shift building.

that otherwise might very well arise.

I suppose that you mean the windows of the Sisters' dormitories, 
if so, the sizes of these windows are those listed on Sheet l, 
asking for 7 checkrail windows, 2 lights. size: 16"x 20", whose 
outside measures are: 20" wide x 46" high. 


As I do not see any chimney flues ordered for the chimney, and 
that I am too far to discuss this matter with our Brother for 4 
rush answer, I presume that he was intending to build same without 
flues. But I surely prefer to have 2 separate flues in a single 
chimney. As for the sizes, I suggest for the kitohen stove; 

8s" x S#"flues, and the other for the furnace: 8s" x 10", presu- 
ming that the last size will be sufficient for the proposed fur- 
nace. 


Moreover, with the sufficient flues to be ordered, you shall 
have to check if there are sufficient chimney red bricks, which 
I doubt, to complete this rectangular chimney. As there ig no 
lime ordered for brick mortar, I presume they will need a few 
sacks. It would be wise to send some with the bricks, etc.. 


Sorry that we are so far apart from Island Lace to reach 
and discuss such matters with our Brother builder. Nevertheless, 
I trust this will give you the informations you require.

l. That I took notice that blankets, sheets, and comforters 
are not to be supplied by the Department. 


2. As the Island Lake Mill shingles are not suitable for the 
Teacherage, as per Mr. Hughes statement, I take for granted 
that your Dept., will send the required shingles. 


I am greatly surprised to hear that you are intending to 
take the lumber for the R.C. Teacherage and School from the 
Dept., sawmill at Island Lakel 


In all our previous talks it was always understood that the lum- 
ber needed would be made by the R.C. Mission sawmill in order to give 
work to our Catholic Indians during the coming months. You no doubt 
remember the lengthy discussion we had in your office with Rev. Father 
O. Plourde, 0.M.I., on the cost of the required lumber for the R.C. 
Teacherage and School at Island Lake. Man., 


I understood by your statements that this matter was settled and 
that the R.C. Mission had to go ahead with the manufacturing of this 
lumber. In fact, the builder Brother wrote us to-day that over 4 
thousand logs are already cut and this would give some sixty thousand 
feet of lumber. Permits has been paid for cutting logs. Moreover, 
we have already bought a $3,000.00 new tractor already at Ilford, Man., 
for the hauling of these logs and to supply power to our sawmill, etce. 
We would never have bought this tractor had we known that we were not 
to supply the required lumber for the Teacherage and School. Neither 
engaged Indian laborers for the cutting, etc., of these logs allowed 
by permits. 


I hope that you shall write me soon about this matter, giving me 
the clear facts about this lumber question. Moreover, kindly let me 
know in details all what is to be expected from us and all what we 
are to expect from your Department, in this question, in order to 
avoid any missunderstanding between all concerned about the R.C.

On October 16th 1948 I wrote the Department 
with regard to cement which was purchased from the J.H,. 
Ashdown Hardware Co Ltd., Winnipeg, payment being covered 
by this Agency's voucher #975. 


As mentioned in this letter, these supplies 
were intended for use in construction of the Jack River 
C of E Teacherage which had been completed the year previous. 
I suggested that this cement could be used in construction 
of basement for teacherage to be built at Island Lake R.C. 
Indian Day School this ooming spring. If this cement is 
not used within the next six months it vill be destroyed 
due to atmospheric conditions. Mr Stevenson will be making 
his trip to Norway House by tractor very shortly and could 
take this cement into Island Lake. 


Also at Island Lake at the present time there 
are 375 bags of cement which belong to the Department, these 
being made up of cement shipped in for construction of base- 
ment for Assistant Agent's house which the department consid- 
ered building several years ago and surplus left over re 
construction of Island Lake U.C, Indian Day School & T,acherage. 
Officials from the Provincial Government visited Island Lake re- 
cently and wanted to know if the Department would be willing 
to dispose of 270 bags of this cement as they are constructing 
a Game Guardian's residence there this year. They would have 
to know immediately whether the Department would sell as they 
would otherwise bfing same in by Tractor Freight. Of this 
375 bags of cement, at least 300 are useable, the balance 
having, to be written off as destroyed.

As work will soon begin on the cons- 
truction of the Island Lake teacherage, Rev. Brother 
Boucher who will be in charge of its construction would 
like to know how much he should pay the Indians who will 
be employed as laborers on this job. 


T have written to him today asking him to get 
in touch with Mr. Stevenson of Garden Hill to find out 
how much the latter has paid the Indians for the work 
they did during the winter for the Department and to 

e that as a guide for the wages which himself will 
be paying. I also told him to follow Mr. Stevenson's 
advice in this matter so that there will be no difficul- 
ty between the Mission and the Indians regarding these 
wages. 


The payment of wages offers another difficulty 
which should be faced immediately and arrangments made 
to avoid any inconvenience to the Indians themselves. 
Island Lake is 300 Miles from Le Pas; there is no Bank 
or facilities for cashing checks. Therefore the money 
used to pay wages should be forwarded in kind. Your 
Mr. Stevenson who has handled money for wages should be 
able to give you the necessary advice in this matter. 


Brother Boucher will be very busy on the cons-~- 
truction itself and we believe he should not be asked

TI have received a request from the Councillor 
of the Jackhead band that the jackhead band be supplied with a 
teacher. Whenever I visit the Jackhead reserve this request is 
presented to me and I have informed the people that I have placed 
thie before the Department and His Grace Archbishop Matheson. 

The Revd M.Sandergon informe me that he is in receipt of a 
communication from the Archbishop in reference to this matter, who 
states that he is entirely unable to secure a suitable person as 
teacher for Jackhead,. When I last informed the Jackhead 
band that the Archbishop had been requested to appoint a teacher, 
the Councillor remarked that the Indians made treaty with the 
Government and not with the church, and if the Church could not send 
a teacher they would ask the Government to do 60.

It is hoped that the Indians 
will avail themselves of the privileges offered and see that there 
is a good and regular attendance of their children. 


Regarding the building, I beg to refer to Your Grace's 
letter of the 16th of December, last, in which you stated that you 
would arrange with Archdeacon Thomas when he visited this locality 
to ascertain ani report as to what repairs were necessary to be 
made to the building, ani where the material, etc., could be pro- 
cured, 


I will be pleased if you will have Archdeacon Thomas 
forward any information he has regarding the repaire that will be 
required, and the cost of same, also whether the work in connection 
therewith could be placed in the hands of Joseph Everett to be 
satisfactorily performed, or if he has any other suggestions to make 
as to the best means of getting the work done.

On my recent visit to Jackhead reserve, 
I took the opportunity of visiting the day school on that 
reserve while the olasses were in session. When you 
consider that nine months ago not a child on the reserve 
sould speak a word of English and to-day they can read 
or at least pronounce all the words in the second reader 
up to the fiftieth lesson. As I believe that all Indian 
children have a habit of coming to a full stop after each 
word, and the teachers tell me that it is hard to break 
them of it. This school is also doing well in arithmetic 
and writing. ‘The boys and girls between the age of six and 
ten are making more progress than the older ones. The 
teacher Mr. Joseph Byerett, who is a full blooded Indian 
seems to be possessed of an uncommon amount of patience, and 
has a good influenoe upon the cnildren, and the older 
people upon the reserve. 


1 find this building badly in need of 
repairs 1 would recommend a new floor, and a new front 
door, also four rolls of patent roofing for the South 
side of the building, as the North side was covered with 
the same material last summer. The interior of the 
building is badly in need of a coat of whitewash. This 
school should also be equipped with new outhouses, one for 
the girls, and one for the boys. I would estimate the 
cost of the above improvements, laying floor and building 
outhouses, laying roofing and whitewashing at $24, nails 
$2.25. ‘The material for this work could be furnished from 
stocks at the Agenoy. A door gould also be furnished 
from the Agenoy.

The teacher, Joseph Everett, is a Treaty 
Indian of the Fisher River Band, and tries his best 
but is inclined to use too much of the Indian language 
jn his teaching of the pupils, with the consequence 
that they do not progress as fast in Emglish as they 
might otherwise. 


I do not see how conditions could be bettered 
at this school for the reason that a good man would not 
remain on account of isolation. A white man, who would 
be suitable, would not stay there unless it were a 
clergyman, a married man, who could be induced by 
better living quarters and good remuneration. Joseph 
Everett is 62 years of age and will soon be past his 
period of usefulness as a teacher. 


A new school was erected last year and this 
has given the teacher an added zest and interest in his 
work.

Referring to your report for the month of 
April, last, on the Jagkhead Indian Day Sehool,

I have to acknowledge receipt of Your Grace's 
letter of the 11th instant, nominating the services of Mrs. 
Catherine Ruth McKenzie (nee Miss McCabe) for the position 
of teacher at the Jackhead Indian Day School. 


In reply I have to cay that the Department has 
knowledge of Mrs. MoKenzie's qualifications, as she was 
previously in our employ as teacher for several years. It 
is noted that her husband would reside on the reserve with 
her if she received the appointment. I may say that it is 
against the usual practice of the Department to engage the 
services of a married woman as teacher, when there is no 
employment for which the husband could be engaged. However, 
in view of the situation at Jackhead, the opportunity to 
obtain a teacher having the required qualifications and the 
success which Mrs. MeKenzie has had in the other schools 
under her charge, the Department will approve of her appoint- 
ment as from the first of September, next. The salary 
allowed Mrs. McKenzie will be at the rate of $90 per teaching 
month, less 10% for the current fiscal year. Our funds this 
year are extremely limited and the above amount is the full 
salary we can provide 1% this school for teaching services. 
If Mre. MoKenzie undertakes the duties as dispenser, she 
will be allowed salary at the rate of $50 per annum for that 
service - this being the same amount as was paid Mr. Everett, 
the former teacher. The Department is informing Mr. Lavender, 
the local Indian Agent, of the approval granted for the 
appointment of Mrs. MoKenzie and the salary that will be 
allowed her for her services as teacher and dispenser. 


With reference to the repairs required to the 
buildings, I have to say the Department is requesting Mr. 
Agent Lavender to furnish a report, stating the work that 
should be carried out. Further, he is being asked to sub- 
mit @ recommendation as to the minimum furnishings that 
would be required, with the approximate cost of same. When 
this information is to hand, consideration will be given 
as to whether funds can be provided to effect any but minor 
repairs and what furnishings oan be supplied. 


I shall be pleased if Your Grace will inform Mrs. 
MoKenzie of her appointment and arrange with her to take 
up duties on or about the first of September, next.

The Department has in mind certain activities 
which, it is hoped, will work for the betterment of the 
Indians on the Brokenhead Reserve. In order to do this 
effectively, it is believed that, if Mrs. C. KR. McKenzie, 
at present teacher at the Jackhead C. E. Indian Day School, 
were transferred to the position of teacher of the Brokenhead 
Indian Day School, it would be of considerable benefit, as we 
understand that both Mr. and Mre. McKenzie are extremely 
interested in community work. 


The Department trusts that you will find it 
possible to agree to transferring Mrs. McKenzie to Brokenhead 
from September lst, 1937. The salary allowed at Jackhead has 
been at the rate of $900 a year and at Brokenhead $950 a year. 
In the event of Mr. Sage, the present teacher at Brokenhead , 
being transferred to Jackhead, the Department would be pre- 
pared to allow him the same as he has been paid at Brokenhead. 
Possibly, you would prefer to transfer Mr. Sage to some other 
reserve and send the teacher from that reserve to Jackhead.

My dear Archbishop Harding: 


I desire to acknowledge Your Lordship's letter 
of the 7th instant and note, with interest, that you are 
not particularly anxious to transfer the teacher now at 
Brokenhead to the school at Jackhead. 


I may state that we have under consideration 
at the moment a rehabilitation programme, designed to 
establish the Indian population on a more self-supporting 
basis. The cultivation of community gardens and an exten- 
sion of farm operations occupy a very conspicuous place 
in the programme we are about to adopt. The suggestion 
was made to us that the teacher now at Jackhead and his 
wife would be very valuable at Brokenhead, in the encour- 
agement of garden operations and in the supervision of 
agricultural operations, generally. In view of your 
comment, however, we have no desire to press the matter 
at this time. I do hope, though, that we shall have the 
active cooperation of all missionaries in the promotion 
of our programme. With the cost of commodities steadily 
increasing, I feel that our Indians must be encourarced 
to produce more vegatables and cereals for their own use. 


May I thank you very heartily for your prompt 
response to my enquiry.
